Increased Cotton 
Yield Predicted 


Although cotton in the south- 
eastern Tulare county area is 
from three to four weeks late 
this season, ginners and grow- 
ers. are predicting a greater ‘to- 
tal. number of bales than was 
ginned last year as a result of 
a considerable acreage increase. 


The~season to date has not 
been good, since spring weather 
conditions forced replanting in 
many fields and hindered early 
growth in others. Over the area 
generally, growers report field 
stands of from 75 to 90 per cent 
with extreme ranging from poor 
to excellent stands in the area. 

Outcome of the season will 
be determined, to a large extent, 
by Fall weather— a late Fall 
providing an opportunity to get 
the crop off, an early Fall pos- 
sibly cutting the season short. 

Cotton acreage in Tulare 
county this year runs 168,000 
acres, compared to 108,100 last 


season. San Joaquin valley acre- - 


age is 806,320 acres as com- 
pared to 531,100 last year.

Spreading manure on the soil 
as soon as it is acquired and 


immediately cultivating it in: 


is the best method to conserve 
nitrogen, Mr. Rizzi uoints out. 
If this is not practical, the man- 
ure should be dried as quickly 
as possible, since dry manure 
decomposes very little. . 

If manure must be stored 
moist, the water content should 
be increased to the point where 
heating will not take place, but 
it should not beso wet that li- 
quid drains from the pile. Peat 
moss, straw litter, or waste hay 
absorbs moisture and _ retards 
loss of nitrogen. Powdered gyp- 
sum or acid phospate added at 
the rate of two to ten per cent by 
weight acts as an ‘effective pre- 
servative of nitrogen. Under no 
circumstances should lime or 
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ashes be used. ° 

The fly menace can be re- 
duced by covering the manure 
with dry earth while it ig being 
held, It may be stored in screen- 
ed bins away from flies that are 
attracted. c

Price support for Irish pota- 
toes in California has been -an- 
nounced as $2.55 per hundred 
through the month of July and

ed in new burlap or cotton bags 
and loaded F, O. B. through car- 
rier in carlots or trucklots at

More potential agricultural land exists in California than 
can be irrigated, even though all water resources of the state are 
eventually developed to their full capacity. 

Consequently, it is of interest to note that engineers of 
the bureau of reclamation haye been given funds to start a study 
to determine ‘whether or not water can be brought into California 
from the Columbia river. 

In this connection it is ‘well to remember that the great 
Grand Coulee and Bonneville dams, in addition to smaller dams 
in the Columbia river gysetem, were designed primarily for power 
production, not flood control, and with the recent damaging floods 
in Oregon, resident of that state are thinking in terms of flood 
control.

the accomplishment of the. late 
B. H. Crocheron, 66, director 
ofthe Agricultural Extension 
Service of the University of Cal- 
ifornia, who died last week and 
whose funeral was held Monday 
of this week in Berkeley 

Mr. Crocheron came to Cal- 
ifornia in 1913 to develop the 
University’s Extension service. 
He was the first and only direc- 
tor and under his leadership, 
the service now provides more 
than 300 specialists to serve Cal- 
ifornia’s varied agricultural and 
rural home needs. 

As the first director of the 
Agricultural Extension service, 


~ it was the job of Mr. Crocheron 


to assign farm advisors and 
home demonstration agents in 
counties throughout California. 
The first farm advisor was plac- 
ed in Humbolt county and in 
1917, Tulare county followed, 
with C. M. Connor the first 
farm advisor of the county. 

The 4-H program in Califor- 
nia ‘was also the responsibility 
of Mr. Crocheron, who started 
this move and saw it expand 
to 831 clubs with 13,629 mem- 
bers and 2,601 volunteer rural 
leaders trained by the Extension 
service. 

As a crusader for the improve- 
ment of rural life, Mr. Crocheron 
“Our present sys- 
tem of government is depen- 
dent upon a free-thinking peo- 
ple. To a large degree these have 
been furnished by the rural dis- 
tricts of the country. Abolish 
the American farmer and the 
United States would soon cease 


_ to be a democracy.” 


During both world wars, Mr. 
Crocheron was director of the 
campaign to increase food pro- 
duction in California and in 
1929 he served as a_ special 
trade consultant of the United 
States department of commerce,

nuts during and since the war 
have been of little importance, 

Walnut prices already axe ad- 
justing downward to postwar 
conditions. 

Farm prices for wainuts in 
California have ranged from 8- 
3/4c a pound in 1932 to 28%c 
in 1946. During the 1920’s farm 
prices averaged 18%c a pound, 
11le during the 1930’s and 20c 
for. the period 1940-1946. 


Parity prices for walnuts are 
mentioned here because the di- 
version control program cannot 
operate when actual farm prices 
reach parity, nor is it likely 
than subsidies will be forthcom- 
ing if actual prices are any- 
where near parity prices.

through 1946. 

Walnut prices are, of course, 
determined basically by supply 
and demand. The marketing con- 
trol’ program attempts to in- 
crease returns by affecting sup- 
plies in the various outlets, and 
advertising programs attempt to 
raise prices by affecting demand. 
Both of these programs no doubt 
have raised farm prices, al- 
though it is impossible to mea- 
sure exactly their effects. In 
addition, government subsidies 
also have increased farm prices. 

Supply is made up of domestic 
production, imports, and carry- 
over. : 

Domestic production does vary 
and is important factor affect- 
ing prices from year to year 

Imports are less important 
than they were formerly, but 
with the war over they may 
be more important in the future 
than they have been for the last 
sumer’s desire for walnuts, such 
as the season, changes in diets, 
the quality and volume of com- 
peting nuts available, etc. 

While consumer demand in 
relation to supply determines 
retail prices, there is another 
factor which is quite impor- 
tant in determining the level 
of farm and wholesale prices

and that is trade demand. 

Trade demand is not for con- 
sumption but for resale. The 
trade, when purchasing ‘walnuts 
must attempt to estimate what 
consumers will pay for walnuts. 
Trade demand is very senitive 
to price and market changes. 
Prospects of advancing prices 
stimulated trade demand, while 
an increase. in size of carry- 
over, as in 1947, dampens de- 
mand. 

It is-apparent that no single 
factor alone determines fairm 
prices for walnuts, 

In any season there are usu- 
ally several prominent factors 
affecting walnut prices. Some- 
times most of them may be (a) 
operating in the same direction 
10 years. 

Carryover is considered to be 
a rather important factor. The 
industry feels that a large carry- 
over in the hands of the trade 
is more price-depressing than 
an increase in production of the 
same size as the carryover. 

Demand consists of (a) the 
consumer’s desire for walnuts 
coupled with (b) purchasing 
power to buy.

The following information was 
released this week trough the 
Visalia iff ice of Harry Dutton 
by the Southern San -Joaquin 
valley Flood sciepeg associa- 
tion. 

In the field of flood control, 
particularly in the region of the 
Southern San Joaquin “Valley 
Flood Contro] association, mark- 
ed progress has been shown. 

The two major projects, of 
four flood control programs 
which were authorized for Fres- 
no, Kings, Tulare and Kern 
counties during the Roosevelt 
administration have been start- 
ed. 

Last year Pine Flat in Fresno 
county, on the Kings river, ‘was 
formally started by the U. 8. 
Army engineers. This year $3, 
500,000 in appropraitions have 
been approved by Congress to 
continue the construction of the 
dam and reservoir. 

This. year also Congress has 
appropraited $2,500,000 in funds 
for the Isabella flood control 
dam and reservoir on the Kern 
river in Kern county. The pro- 
ject has likewise been officially 
started as far as actual con- 
stuction is concerned. 

The two authorized projects 
intervening, both in Tulare:coun- 
ty, did not suceed in securing 
appropraitions this year, but in-

Damages Tomatoes 


In fields where tomatoes fol- 


‘ow potatoes there is always 


the danger of infestation by the 
caterpillar of the potato tuber 
moth. Damage up to as high 
as 57 percent of the fruit has 
although the. in- 
festation of the tomatoes in the 
field is uusally less than five 
percent. 

“Walter J: Cordua, Tulare Co. 
Assistant Farm Advisor, says 
these larvae may enter the fruit 
at any ‘point. However, 
prefer to enter at the calyx end. 
making a dry burrow through 
the core and the fleshy protions 
near it. They can be traced by 
the web they usually spin over 
the spot where they have enter- 
ed the fruit. 

Mr. Cordua advises that it 
is best to avoid planting pota- 
toes and tomatoes in the same 
field if possible. However, if 
the potato tuber moth has enter- 
ed a field, spraying ‘will prove 
an adequate control measure. 
Further information on this, 
and other pests of tomato plants, 
can be secured from a free book- 
let published by the University 
of. California and avaible from 
the Agricultural Extension Ser- 
vice, Post Office Bldg., Visalia.
